COUSIII MARION AND THE NEXT WAR 

There ere probably left-over Pacifists from the I960 1 s who think that when Presi- 
dent Carter tpkas the United Spates of America into war. a vast public outcry will cause 
him,£o T ,s.t;op...,./ "As. a refutation t,Q this belief, I offer Cousin Tferion. 

; Qousin Marion is, a distant relative of mine - so di&can*-. that we knew each other 
for ysars te.fore^i^-^Qun<l..t^'at 'w^,wre related. She is a woman, in her middle forties, 
o£ sma^i-Ttown -Araericar, hacicpro'.ind .And old-stock ancestry, a £ree-lahce writer and house- 
wife. SJje falls in.that: , vast fiddle ground between Total Udm'aii ,and Liberated Woman, be- 
ing an independent, resourceful, tough-mirded, tender-hearted person who can earn her 
own living and is very much devoted to her husbanu and children; neither Marlbel Morgan 
nor Ti-Grace Atkinson has anything to say to her in ^Lich she'd be interested. 

In 1968 X was very much surprised to see Counsin liar ion's name on an advertisement 
supporting the American war effort in Vietnam. She has never been a political person, 
and if she were I might, have suspected her to carry her tender -hear Ledness into the poli- 
tical sphere by opposing war. (This is an error which many people make, being unable to 
perceive the vast difference between personal relationships and the facts of high poli- 
cy.) I filed this problem in the back of my mind until 1973, when I had one of my re- 
grettably rare conversations with rsr on a hot summer day in Toronto. 

In answer to my question, Cousin Marion told me of an experience which she'd had 
shortly before being asked to sign the pro-war petition. She had heard a high-school 
girl abuse the President of the UnJted States for his war policies . It was her belief 
that such people had no right to sit in judgment upon a man so much more mature and in 
possession of the facts. He fc signature in the advertisement was an attempt to put some 
proportion in the whole discursion by defending the President's right to conduct policy 
without being calumniated by the ignorant and immature. 

This attitude was basic co the support which Presidents Johnson and Nixon received, 
and it will be basic to the support that President Carter will receive when the Immature 
and ignorant - and the outright treasonous - attack him when he leads America no war. 
The American p«>ple profoundly respect and revere their President ., And once more they 
have a President who has been confirmed in his office by an election and supported by a 
loyal Congress. President Carter's policies were ratified last; month by an absolute ma- 
jority of the American voting public - a mandate nerer given tc Presidents Wilson, Tru- 
man^, or (Kennedy even President Nixon failed to get in hit, first two at- 
tempts at the- office. (! , 

About two months after 1 spoke with Cousin Tilarion, I abandoned my opposition to war 
and began to counsel absolute, unquestioning support .for. Kis Excellency the President, 
Commander-in-Chief, and Supreme War Leader of the United States of America. I still 
counsel this attitude of respectful submission, anr \ y ill continue. to dp so when the war 
begins . The Cousin Marions of America view with revulsion the idea that anyone could 
dare set up his or her private : judgment againet- the President* i; It, is their love and 
respect on which Presidents rely when foolish critics dare to call their deeds into 
question. And, if this spirit of opposition shbuld ever elicit strong, decisive action 
from a President, the Cousin Prions will applaud /hi. < wis doiflrand his salutary strlct- 
ness . * 

This reservoir of loyalty is a thing which the dissenters and doubters fail, to -. 
take into account. If in August 1974 President IMxca had not been a very ill man,, he 
would certainly have taken a stern line against the congressional leaders who dared to 
condemn his war policy and the domestic counter-espionage activities which were a direct 
consequence thereof. And if t ne.se nay-sayers try something of the. sort against Presi- 
dent Carter, he will do the same. It is to the Cousin liar ions that President Carter 
will rppeal, as President Nixon might have, for support against detractors, dissenters, 
arid ii r-eed be impeachers. '" / 

To use a European distinction that uay as well be adopted into American^olitical 
usage, Cousin Harion is the pays reel - the real country, as opposed to the pays legal 
of the Coxe's^ Richardsons, and Gene fcfeCarthys. The President and the pays reel are go- 
ing to war. The pays legal will try to stand in thflir way at its extreme peril.
